He did not think subsidies desirable. They 
were a wasteful and inefficient method of in- 
creasing production.

The road from Mountcharles to Glen- 
ties is beautiful. Except in Connemara, 
going from Louisburgh to Galway, by Lee- 
nane, Recess and Oughterard, i know no 
road in Ireland to compare with it. From 
Mountcharles are vast stretches of bogland, 
peaty brown streams, mile after mile of 
ge mountain road, and always in the 

istance the mighty and beautiful Donegal 
mountains. | 

When we came to Dunkineely we passed 
a shop which looked alluring—it was out- 
standing, painted a bright green, in direct 
relief to the neighbouring houses. It bore 
a large signboard, “The Dunkineely 
Weavers.’’ A hand-loom was placed on the 
street outside the shop; inside were lengths 
of’ hand-spun Donegal tweed in soft, 
artistic colours. One cannot get out. to 
examine at leisure the things one wants 
to see when travelling by *bus. We just 
went on and on, up and down, on that 
lovely road. When we got ‘to Killybegs I 
thought I had seldom seen a finer harbour, 
the herring season was on, and in this 
natural harbour the drifters lay—Scot- 
tish, English and foreign drifters. The 
quay owas packed with boxes of 
fresh, silver herrings and mackerel ; 
the railway station was full of 
barrels; sailors, British and foreign, 
were on the drifters, and the girls were a 
joy to look at. They walked with a fine 
swinging carriage, well-made, strong girls. 
There was nothing to make one think of 
“the weaker sex ” in Killybegs. I did not 
see them working at the herrings. This 
industry should help this part of Donegal ; 
lodgings will be needed. for the girls: 
heaithy people need to be fed well— 
Donegal mutton chops, eggs and milk will 
be eaten and paid for by these hard 
workers. 


A HIGHLAND HOTEL. - 


We teft Killybegs and came to Ardara. 
- There are fine houses, churches and banks 
in Ardara—it is the best place to buv 
tweeds and homespun. I got a soft tweed 
for a Raglan coat for three-and-six a 
yard. 

Our next town was Glenties. What a 
lovely place! Turf stacks are all round 
it, streams of turf-stained water, and 
miles of open country. You see the blue 
turf smoke from every chimnev, and, oh, 
what a delicious smell! Moira O'Neill 
says :— 
‘Sure an’ this is Ireland, 

Thank God for Ireland. 

I’m comin’ back to Ireland in the mornin’.”’ 

We drove along this typically Irish 
bog-road for eight miles, and soun saw that 
Jonz stretch of wonderful sand at Nairn, 
Iniskeel Island; also the vivid blue sea, 
and Muckish mountain in the distance. 
We passed the burned ruins of the once 
well-built coastguard station; its magni- 
ficent situation would make a splendid 
hotel. The pity to burn this fine place! 
This was done ‘‘in the time of the 
trouble,” as they call it. 

At last we are at Portnoo, and it is 
well worth the long journey. The Port- 
noo Hotel is now owned by « foreigner, 
born at Cologne, married to an Irish- 
woman. His omelettes are famed far and 
near; his coffee is like amber nectar ; h's 
grilled chops end apple fritters have made 
their name. Although I look not on the 
wine when it is red, I hear that his cellar 
is loved for its quaint wines and liqueurs. 

The hotel is plain, inside and outside, 
it reminded me of the Highland hotels 
up Speyside at Nethy Bridge or Boat of 
Gartan. It is a sporting hotel—no lifts, 
velvet lounges, or red-coated commission- 
aire, but the food is excellent. Red rowans 
and purple heather decorated the dining 
room, and, as in all Highland hotels, 
everything is served on silver dishes ! 

Joseph, the table boy, whispered con- 
fidentially in the depths of my ear, at 
meals, in his soft Donegal voice. I won- 
dered why he whispered. I thought at 
first that he was going to tell me of some 
really chic, but wicked, night club started 
in the Wilds of Glenties, or that some 
delicate morsel of food was being kept 
for me alone. But no! Joseph was a 
shy boy; this whispering was his little 
way of suggesting a choice of viands. One 
night he was serving dinner. He stood 
with a silver dish of cauliflower for a 
hearty breezy newcomer to help himself, 
Joe whispering soft and low in his ear. 
“Well, boy! What's your name—Paddy 
or Micky?’ said the breezy stranger. 
“Joe,” said the boy in a shy whisper. 
“Oh, Joe! Is that your name? Would 
ye be anything to Joseph of Arimathea 
now?” said the fresh diner. “ No,” 
breathed shy Joe. 


THE MESMERIC SEA. 


Portnoo is the place for peace and rest— 
the sea is beside the hotel; its roof garden 
commands a view that is wide; the road 
behind the hotel has many lakes where 
the anglers spend long, glorious days. The 
harbour is two minutes from the hotel. 
From it boats can be hired for sea-fishing ; 
diving can be had at the harbour and surf 
bathing at Nairn Strand.

I 
loved the kitchen, the “Iresser of gay delft, 
the big open grate of turf, a griddle hang- 
ing over the ylowing red. turf, with 
a round “ wheel ” of delicious soda bread 
cooking on it. She told me that her mother 
used. to spin, and made me envious telling 
me how she loved tha winter when the 
evenings get dark at 4p.m., how they 
light the lamps, pile on a big turf fire 
and gather round the hearth. I thought of 
Moira O'Neill :— 

“I sit ‘beside the turf fre, I spin upon 

the . wheel 

Winter nights for thinkin’ long, round 

runs the reel.’’ 

I thought of my own large room, 
facing north, four draughty windows, two 
doors, a commonplace coal fire, the fire- 
place between two doors, under which 
comes. a wind round one’s legs that 
“would clean corn.” I wished I lived for 
ever in Portnoo. My hostess showed me 
with deep pride a moustache cup off the 
dresser. I had not seen one of these 
“ treasures '” for years. 


ANGLERS' PARADISE. 


The people in the cottages are so kindly 
—they say, ‘‘ Come in, come in, you are a 
stranger to these parts! ” and they show 
you their houses, their hay-fields, donkeys, 
cows, their ducks—and what cheer- 
ful ducks I saw, all bowing deferentially 
to their leader, a beautiful green- 
feathered drake. They say, ‘‘ Where are 
you staying?’’ They have a good word for 
insignificant ; they say, ‘‘ Och. she married 
a wee unsignified man.” I like to hear 
them talk to me, 

The fishing is good in the lakes, and 
the English anglers in the hotel caught 
many trout. What was play and sport 
to them was pleasure to us, too; for we 
shared in their fishing. Day by day the 
maitre d’hétel cooked those trout as only 
trout should be cooked; how it is done I 
know not. They were lightly grilled, but 
all the juice was inside. I should like to 
know how the brown sugar-candy caramel 
was: done on top of the sweet omelettes. 
Rurmwur says the matire did it with a 
red-hot. poker, and some say he salaman- 
dered it with a fiery hot shovel. I must 
not say more aboui the cuisine. 

An Englishman and his wife simply 
lived for meais. I heard him say long- 
ing'y at his last dinner, '' Well, Emma, 
I’ve fed you well since you came to Port- 
noo.”’ ‘‘ Indeed; you have Fred.—indeed 
you have,’’ said she with deep feeling. 


THE AUTUMN FAIR. 


The Autumn Fair was held at Glenties 
in September. I found the town full of 
black. cattle, sheep and regiments of 
sturdy donkeys; brown-faced  cattle- 
dealers, with their unfathcmable faces; 
picturesque men with roulette tables, 
street stalls with small green apples, stalls 
with ox-blood coloured ‘‘dulse,’”’ and stalls 
with pink rock. The second-hand clothes 
dealers did a.roaring trade, girls and 
women, with lovely faces and black shawls, 
ran nimble fingers down trouser-legs and 
pockets to look for holes and ‘patches. I 
saw a stall with -evil-looking ding in 
black and white ticken. The mountainy 
women were eager examiners, and felt ihe 
pillows, bolsters and mattresses with ap- 
praising hand. As for me, I should prefer 
a “‘battle’’ of clean hay to sleep on, com- 
pared to that mysterious bedding. One 
stall had a Spanish-faced smooth-tongued 
man in charge. He sold chean knives as 
“the best steel in all the worid.” 

The poor sheep were patient and numb in 
their misery—they wore necklets of plaited 
rushes, and were tied together, guarded 
by wise Donogal collies. On; dignified, 
but querulous old ram was rudely dragged 
by its owner, to display him to a frieze- 
clad purchaser. I love Do.tegal people, 
but they are not a bit kind to their 
animals. 

Quick-as-lightning photographs were 
taken and sold on the street, an the public 
houses did a great trade. “ What’ll you 
have, Thady,’’ was heard, and there was a 
spirit of fun and good humour, an aroma 
of turf smoke, rter and whiskey all 
over the town. Late that night I heard 
them come home: rejoicing, their voices 
raised in song, their tongues loosened with

'AN IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENT 


A much needed improvement is about, to 
be made by the Dublin City Commissioners 
at Rialto Bridge. The present bridge, which

Of course, 
a printed notice is fixed to the standard, 
but the colour can be seen long before 
the printing can be read. Likewise, 
there are orange posts which request 
pedestrians to ‘‘cross here” white 
standards, and now ‘he latest addition to 
this attractive blaze of colour is white 
diamonds painted on the ’bus stops. 

It is a good idea, this adopting of 
colours for signals; but when one’s eyes 
are confronted with a veritable forest cf 
coloured standards, lamps and ‘bus 
stops, if is quite on the,cards that the 
pedestrian will wait at the wrong place 
for the ‘bus, cross the street at a ‘bus 
stop, and Llithely turn to the right into 
a one-way street. 

While this colour scheme makes the 
city centre more bright and cheerful 
looking, it should not s carried too far, 
as it defeats its original purpose, and only 
confuses instead of helps the public. 


Scope for Shannon Scheme. 


The Electricity Supply Board is con- 
ducting a clever publicity campaign with 
a view to the more widespread use of 
Shannon power and light, but, apparently, 
there is one important area of consuimp- 
tion that has been overlooked. ‘‘ An 
Peann,’’ the official organ of the Civil 
Service Clerica! Association, in its current 
issue, has the following paragraph :— 

“ As every Civil Servant is aware, 
Government offices are heated either by 
coal fires or by heaters whose heating 
element is coal. The coal bill of the 
Government must, therefore, be somewhat 
considerable, and it would seem advisable, 
in the interests of the Shannon Scheme, 
that steps should be taken by the Govern- 
ment to set an example to the public at 
large by taking early steps to have the 
ofices under their control heated by 
electricity.”’ 

Apart from the curious English of the 
foregoing paragraph, the suggestion that 
the Government itself has overlooked this 
method of using large quantities of 
Shannon electricity is distinctly piquant. 


Max Von Baden. 


A correspondent writes:—‘“‘I was ex- 
tremely sorry to hear of the death of 
Prince Max of Baden; for he was one of 
the finest types of men that I ever have 
met.

Shortly 
afterwards he became Reichskanzler, and

BapeEn. 


I had the privilege of meeting him 


By this time the question of the 
Kaiser’s abdication was a burning 
problem, and Max von Baden, who, 
naturally, was a Monarchist to the finger 
tips, was forced to take the initiative in 
compelling his kinsman to renounce the 
Throne. I never shall forget the last 
conversation that I had with the Prince, 
who was the heir apparent to the Grand 
Duchy of Baden. Although I was an 
enemy alien, he discussed the whole 
matter we me with the utmost frankness, 
and I gained a real respect for the man, 
as well as for the gentleman. He was 
Germany's last Chancellor 
Kaiser. His task was as gall and worm- 
wood to a proud spirit; but Max von 
Baden was a German patriot who realised 
that there was only one chance for his 
country. He took that chance, although 
it must have broken his heart; and 
although Nationalists and Socialists alike 
may revile him now, his name will live 
in Germany’s history when the names of 
most of his detractors have been for- 
gotten.”” 


Ghe Garden Fence.

When I knew him, 
he had many artistic tastes, was quite a 
good musician, water-colour artist, and 
also wrote poetry and prose, chiefly of a 
comic nature, as his sense of humour 
was well developed. When a female 
relation of his entered Trinity College, 
one of the pioneers there, he wrote the 
following Limerick for her album, which 
is rather a contrast to the usual verses, 
mostly adulatory, ee inscribed :'— 


** Feminarum Sepulchrum.... 

‘‘There was a learned lady of Trinity, 
“ Who read. Logic, Law, and Divinity, 

With Higher Astronomy, 

And Social Economy, 

“ But failed on her Pure Femininity. 
“ E. A, Burroveus. 
** Fidelia sunt amici vulnero—Prov, Sal.

University Novels. 


I was talking the other evening to a 
friend who is a cinema “ fan,’’ and we 
fell to discussing the use made by pro- 
ducers of scenes purporting to display the 
life in American universities. I held that 
they must be apocryphal on account cf 
their inherent incredibility, at least, to 
one used to British university life, even 
when due allowance is made for the 
influence of co-education. He suggested 
that literary men gave equally absurd 
pictures of our universities. There is, of 
course, the classic ‘‘ Verda:.4 Green,” an 
avowed caricature, but still recognisable ; 
and in “ Sinister Street ' Mr. Compton 
McKenzie has portrayed a veritable 
Oxford which no one would be ashamed 
to confess to. It occurred to me 
that, except for passages in ‘‘ Charles 
O'Malley,” I could call to mind no novel 
in which Trinity College plays an 
important part. There seems to be a 
place for a study, in novel form, of the 
part played by the College in moulding 
the destiny of its alumni. I imagine that 
there is no need for the caricature to be 
repeated; for, in that respect, what is 
true of one is true for all, and the passage 
of time does not alter much the flow of 
animal spirits in youth. in the more 
serious vein, the formative influence of a 
university will vary, and its spirit should 
bear written record in the art form, which 
is so valuable as social history, 


Chose Old Bindings. 


The recent references to old Bibles in 
the “ Diary ” brings to mind some advice 
I gave to a friend seme time ago, writes 
a correspondent. My friend possesses a 
library of fine old books, some of which are 
very valuable, but he was bewailing the 
fact that the leather bindings of some old 
editions were cracking. The reason for 
this cracking is a simple or.e—the books 
are not handled enough. Books that are 
handled last much longer than those 
which remain untouched on the shelves. 
They absorb grease from the human hand, 
and this moisture keeps the leather 
flexible. 

A good (and cheap) way to keep leather- 
bound books in a perfect state of preserva- 
tion is to rub a mixture of paraffin wax 
and castor ail into the joints and backs 
of the binding. This need only be done 
once a year. It is well worth the slight 
trouble involved, as cracks in the binding 
of old books lower the value to a great 
extent. 


Chaliapine’s' Trousers. 


A correspondent writes:—The innate 
modesty of the Irish journalist is pro- 
verbial. Perhaps, it is for this reason 
that there has been no mention in the 
Press of Chaliapine’s unconventional 
nether garment at last Saturday's concert. 
We are used to commenting freely about 
what women wear on their legs, but the 
average journalist shuns the clothing of a 
man’s legs like poison. Nevertheless, 
everyone at the International Célebrity 
Concert gazed unblushingly and un- 
abashedly, and with absorbing interest, 
at Chaliapine’s grey trousers. We 
are accustomed to striped trousers, 
with a conventional morning tailed- 
coat, at. a matinée concert, but the 
grey shade is very unusual. Also 
those trousers of Chaliapine had a mind 
of their own. They developed a crease on 
the left leg that was highly worrying. 
In some of his songs this crease was 
almost a feature by itself. It was caused by 
the physical strain of his posture during 
the song. When the song was finished, 
and his attitude relapsed, the crease dis- 
appeared, and the clear tailor-like cut :f 
the garment in its maddeningly 
straight lines reappeared. The trousers 
apparently creased under the stress of 

aliapine’s emotionally artistic moo’. 
It was the way they had of showing that 
they understood and appreciated what 
was going on; or, perhaps, it was only 
due to a kink in their sartorial con- 
struction.

Clontarf that he used to think of fresh 
adventures for his hero. He would stand, 
laugh aloud, and take a pencil note of his 


thoughts upon his shirt cuff, for future 


reference, which later became an episode 
in the life of “ Mick M‘Quaid.’’ 


H oaxes, 


The stupid hoax perpetrated recently 
on the Havas Agency and Radio, Paris, 
reminds me, writes a correspondent, that 
the pioneer of this form of practical 
joking in modern times was the cele- 
brated playwright and  humourist, 
Theodore Hook (1788-1841). At the age 
of twenty-one, Hook, according to one 
account, had a quarrel with a certain 
Mrs. Tottenham, of 54 Berners street, 
London, a lady of property, and adopted 
the hoax as a means of revenge. Another 
version states that the affair was the 
result of a bet. Whatever the cause may 
have been, Hook and his confederates 
spent six weeks making their plans, which 
consisted in writing over a thousand 
letters to tradesmen, doctors, civic 
gga and others, asking them to 
call, on various pretexts, to 54 Berners 
street on a particular day at a fixed hour.

“Mir, Healy said that he also had been ap- 
proached by the man representing the South 
of Ireland Asphalt Company, but he got a 
short shrift.” That gentleman’ had been 
able to show him information that must have 
leaked from the Committee meeting—that the 
tender of Messrs, Grainger’s would be recom. 
mended for acceptance to the Council. That 


information must have leaked out, must have 


been given deliberately to that gentleman. 

I know that that gentleman has since got 
further information, because immediately that 
tender was accepted here at the Council a 
letter from the Local Government Depart- 
ment ‘was written to this Council within 
three hours of such acceptance. Some- 
one must have been deeply interested. The 
Government's letter asked for information and 
submission of all the tenders received.” An- 
other complaint as a result of the leakage, 
which was a scandalous thing, was that the 
explanation of the Minister took place in a 
privileged atmosphere, in the Dail. That 
explanation was to the effect that the firm 
bad no experience of that particular class of 
work. In other words, from the documents 
produced the Minister had kept back from 
the Council things he should have given ta 
the Council, so that they would have been 
able to decide on the tenders. He sympo- 
thised deeply with Mr. Benson, that he had 
to bring forward the matter of the leakages. 

The Chairman pointed out, with reference 
to the statement by Mr. Healy regarding the 
Department’s letter, that the letter was re- 
ceived at the Council’s office on the day fol- 
lowing the Council meeting. 

Mr. Healy—Yes, but it was written three 
hours after this meeting. 

Mrs. Johnson said that the statement by 
Mr. Mulcahy in the Dail was a most un- 
dignified one. 

A POINT OF ORDER. 

Mrs. Mulvey rose on a point of order, and 
stated that Mrs. Johnson should sweep the 
snow first from her own door. She (Mrs. 
Mulvey) could remember something that had 
bappened regarding the Shop Hours Bill some 
years ago. 

Mrs. Johnson said there was no comparison. 
it was quite certain to the knowledge of some 
of the members that Mr. Dan McCarthy 
came to the Town Hall and went away in a 
motor car with one of the members of the 
Council. She was in. the Dail the 
night the Minister made the statement. He 
first gave a 7ésumé of the proceedings, rnd 
then turned over a sheet of paper and said 
that it had been said in Committee “ that 
it was evident that somebody had got a good 
hand-over.”” She did not know Mr. Benson 
very well, but she did not think that was 
the kind of language ne would use. When 
the Minister made that statement in the Dail 
she said right out loud that it was an abso- 
lute falsehood. The inference from the Minis- 
ter’s remark, that he hoped the man who had 
risen from a sick bed to attend the Council, 
in order to get the members to give Messrs. 
Graingers tle contract, was most unfair and 
unjust. 

Several members protested that Mrs. John- 
son was not keeping to the matter under 
discussion, and 

The Chairman said that she did not wish 
to restrict discussion on such an important 
matter. The Council considered that they 
had done right in the matter, and the Minis- 
ter considered that he also had done right. 

Continuing. Mrs. Johnson said that she 
was sorry Mr. Ireland had not thought it 
necessary to send a letter as well. She did 
object to the Minister, in his most important 
position, atcepting evidence which leaked out 
from Committee meetings, and using it hefore 
a privileged audience in the manner in which 
he had. Furthermore. the Minister made his 
statement on the adjournment, when there 
was not an @pportunity to question the facts. 
She could produce evidence to prove that the 
Minister did not state the facts. The 
Minister had said that Messrs. Graingers had 
spoiled Ranelagh road. Messrs. Graingers 
did not lay Ranelagh road. 

Mr. Gogan and Mrs. Mulvey. together— 
“The Minister did not say that.” : 

Mr. Gogan agreed that it was 4 breach of 
honour to divulge what took place at Com- 
mittee meetings. He would remind the Cou.. 
cil that at the Committee meetings thera were 
sometimes present members of the Council 
that were not members of that particulas 
(Committee. 

A BETRAYAL, 

The Chairman said that if the Minister had 
been told that Mr. Benson made thet re. 
mark he must have heen told by somebody 
who was present at the meeting. She con- 
sidered that a betrayal of the privileges of 
the Committee. She did not think the Minis- 
fer should have taken notice of such infor- 
mation. It was very hard for anyone to tell 
a story without colouring it with his or her 
own feelings. 

Mr. Barry—I was the only person present 
at the Committee meeting who was not a 
member of the Committee. I do say here, in 
front of the Council, that I did not tell anv- 
thing. i have got a clean sheet, cleaner than 
that «f the Minister for Local Government. 
Mr. Gogan has made a remark about the 
presence of Council members not members 
of the Committee, and I deny any charge 
against me. 

Mr, Gogan—I said other members of the 
Council are entitled to attend—~ 

Mrs. Jolinson—No, you did not. 

Mr, Gogan—I only made a statement— 

Mrs. Johnson—That is not true. He had 
no right to make a wilful] misstatement. 

Mr. Benson said that the matter was ona 
of principle which affected not only the 
Kathmines Council. but every other body in 
Ireland, not excluding the Government them. 
selves. He should have thought it quite un- 
necessary to have the matter brought for 
ward, as he thought it was an understood 
thing that any honourable member acting on 
Committee would state a word outside of anv- 
thing that happened in Committee.

Hie moved a motion to that effect.

A motion was adepted that all proceedings 
held in Committee he considered strictly con- 
fidential. All members present voted in 
favour of this.

SECOND LECTURE. 
THE YOUNG DAUPHIN, 


For the second of the series of lectures at 
Alexandra College on ‘‘ Might-have-beens ” 
in the history of France, Mr. Philip 
Guedalla took as his subject Louis XVII. 

Bishop Plunket, who presided, humorously 
spoke of the anxiety of Dr. White and 
himself during the last general election in 
England because their distinguished lecturer 
was standing as a candidate for Parliament. 
They were afraid that if elected he would 
not have time to come to Dublin to lecture 
in that College. They congratulated then- 
selves, thongh, perhaps, they could not con- 
gratulate their lecturer, on his failure to be 
elected. lt was a ‘“might-have-been” of 
history. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Guedalla, at the outset of his lecture, 
recalled that on the previous day he had 
spoken of the great events of history as 
hanging sometimes on the thread of a single 
life. He could think of no events so heavy 
as those that hung upon the life of the son 
of Louis the Sixteenth of France, the voy 
whom Frénch Royalists of the years 1794-95 
called Louis the Seventeenth. He believed 
it to be historically true that it would not 
have made the slightest difference to the 
course of the French Revolution if that life 
had continued: As a matter of fact, he in- 
clined to the belief that it did continue, and 
that it did not make the slightest difference 
to the course of history. If the Dauphin 
had lived on, the Revolution would still have 
followed its course, because it was driven 
by greater forces than his life could con- 
tro) or vary. There were personal ac-t- 
dents that went to moulding and shaping the 
Revolution, but the Dauphin, the little 
Prince, was not one of them. 

The Dauphin was born on Easter Sunday, 
1785, a date worth noting. 
the assembly of notables met which was to 
try and face the financial problem which-was 
bringing France nearer and nearer the edge 
of the precipice; in that year was taken 
the first step towards the Revolution. His 
childhood was passed at Trianon, that ex- 
quisite little palace in which one could so 
easily step back into France of the eighteenth 
century. 

The lecturer, lightly touched on the early 
incidents of the Revolution in 1789, when 
the Dauphin was but four years old, and 
came to the year 1791. He described the 
incidents surrounding the attempted escape 
of the King and Queen with their children, 
the little Prince being dressed as a girl to 
avoid detection; the drive of the Royal party 
along the Chalons road; their recognition by 
an ardent Republican (Drouet) at Sainte 
Menehould; the failure of the Royalist 
cavalry escort to meet them, and the return 
to Paris. 

That day, the lecturer said, marked the 
effective end of the Monarchy of France. 
On the 10th August, 1792, the following 
year, while the crowd stormed the Tuilleries, 
the little Prince stood behind a table in a 
window recess with the King and Queen; 
on his head was a bonnet rouge, which 
someone for protection, cr as a joke, had 

laced there. Three days later he and his 
ather and mother were taken prisoners to 
the prison of the Temple. He never left it; 
or, at any rate, he never left it as prince. 
The 21st January, 1793, saw the King's 
tragedy; the 16th October in the same year 
saw the Queen’s tragedy; two years later, 
on the 10th June, 1795, at nine o'clock at 
night, a funeral left the Temple, and, 
perhaps, they would never know whose 
funeral it was. 
THE MYSTERY. 

It was said to be the funeral] of the little 
Prince. But was it? That was. a mystery, 
and in the cloud’ of that mystery passed the 
reign of Louis the Seventeenth as King of 
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France.. It was not dis funeral, said the 
lecturer. Somebody must have got him out. 
Mr. Guedalla proceeded to examine the 


reasons which would inspire the removal of 
the young King fiom the Temple. With 
the Republic losing some of its extraordinary 
popularity, the person of the young King 
would not be a bad card to be in the’ pos- 
session. of any group of: politicians in the 
year 1794, That such an idea was actmally 
abroad in that year was evident from the 
fact that M. Chaumette, of the Paris Com- 
mune, spoke of this very project of abduct- 
Fenple. 
hether the boy was still in the Temple 


at that date owas not clear. He 
had been separated from his mother in 
July, 1795, and they never met again. 


From January, 1794, a queer silence closed | 


down on the Temple. Up to then there had 
been a cheerful, rather noisy little boy eight 
years old who was requiring all sorts of toys, 
and rousing the echoes of the Temple with 
his wees and games. In January the 
child ecame extraordinarily ‘silent—he 
might almost have been dumb, and some 
people were not sure that he was not actually 
dumb. He never required toys, but sat about 
stupidly and dull. About that time a group 
of men—Hébert, Chaumette and, possibly, 
Danton—began to talk about carrying off the 
little King; but they vanished, going the 
way of so many of the revolutionaries. One 
might wonder whether they had actually got 
the boy away, substituting a rather dull little 
boy. It might be that they had taken the 
King, but were. themselves removed before 
they could decide on. their action. 

‘he next chapter was . concerned with 
Robespierre, who also conceived the idea that 
the young King would be a good card to 
pay. Robespierre’s plan was to take the 

ing to the Southern Provinees, and to use 
him to force a treaty of peace in case the 
a:imies of the enemy came too close to Paris. 
They knew “that Robespierre took the boy, 
whom he supposed to be the King, out of the 
Temple, and brought him or another boy 
back. When’ Robespierre went tu the Temple 
on that night of the 24th-25th May. 1794, 
and took out the little boy prisoner, did it 
not look as if Robespierre realised that the 
dullard| he found was not Louis the Seven- 
teenth? After Robespierre had gone his way 
hy the guillotine, there came Barras. also 
intent on seizing the young King, and Barras 
had left an account of that body, describing 
him as a dull, ailing little boy, utterly unlike 
aoe Fa agáim little fellow they knew before 


_ MANY CLAIMANTS, 

The silence and mystery continued round 
the boy in the Temple until the year 1795. 
In June of that year there was a dying boy, 
and on the night of the 8th’ June they had 
the funeral of that little boy from the 
Temple. It had been impossible to identify 
the boy as the little King of France. Of 
course, said Mr. Guedalla, the little Prince 
came bavk. In fact, there were over thirty 
claimants in later years. They came from 
all parts of France, from England, from 
Canada, and one even from the Seychelles 
Islands. 

The lecturer touched in some detail on the 
case of a boy named Hervagault, stated to be 
the son of a tailor, who was found wandering 
on the road at Cherbourg in 1796. He was 
reported to the police, but ran away. te 
was brought back by the police. They wonld 
find the full story of that bey told by that 
incomparable excavator, M. Lenétre, in his 
volume on the Dauphin, and they wotld he 
left with the uncomfortable feeling that Her 
vagault; or some other boy walking the roads 
of Wrists was the King. Hervagault had a 
chequered career, hopping in and out «f 
prisons, but having things made very com- 
fortable for him in prison. In 1806, at the 
age of 21. he was released from prison, and 
this time enlisted in a Colonia) Battalion on 
the coast. The battalion was taken aboard 
ship to go round the coast, and it was a signi- 
ficant thing that Napoleon’s Commissioner of 
Police instructed the officer that in case they 
were captured by the British, whose fleet 
then infested the seas, the young man, Her- 
vagault, was to be shot. 

In their own time, the lecturer remarked, 
they had seen.a ruling family destroyed in a 
prison in Russia, and had heard stories of 
adventurers claiming that the whole family 
was not destroyed, and that this or that 
claimant was the sole sirvivor. It is not a 
uniqne phenomenon, he said; but ih the case 
of the little boy in Russia I think we can 
have no doubt. In the case of the little boy 
in France I have exposed my Views, and, 
coming back from the realm of mystery to 
the realm of history,1 think that on the head- 
stones of both little Princes one must write 
the same little epitaph—‘‘ It would not have 
made any difference had they lived.’

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SPEECHES. AT DUBLI 
. MEETING. 
LACK OF SUITABLE 
PROVISION. 
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Major Sir Nevile Wilkinson, K.C.V.O., 
Chairman, presided at the annual meeting in 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, yesterday, of 
the Dublin and District branch of the 
National Society for “the” Prévention of 
Cruelty to Children. Lá Fees fein 

In his opening address. Sir Nevile Wilkin- 
son $aid :—You will remember that last year 
I pointed ont that the unregistered agd un- 
supervised baby-farmer was still plying a 
ghastly trade in otr midst, and reminded 
you that uhcéasing vigilance. was more, than 
ever necessary on the part of Joeal authorities 
if the feeble cry of the upwanted ehild is, to 
be heard and answered? “To-lay [- want’ to 
focus public attention on another detenceless 
and. inarticulate class. of victims—the feeble- 
minded and the mentally deficient children, 
who also suffer thiough no fault of their 
own. 

In 1912 a carefully drafted Mental De- 
ficiency Bill was laid befóre the British Par- 
liament, which, even if it did not go far 
enough in the opinion of some people, at any 
rate added many valuable additions to tlie 
existing machinery for safeguarding children 
who, although~not to be included in the 
Lunacy or Idiot Acts, are incapable, owing to 
some mental defect, to compete with their 
normal fellows—children whose brain 1s in 
some way undeveloped, and will, so medical 
experience tells. us, remain undeveloped 
through life, with very rare exceptions. What 
is most important to the community at large, 
the offépring of these mentally-defective will 
most certainly inherit the defect of ‘the’ parent 
in an aggravated form. 

IRELAND LEFT OUT. 

Unfortunately, the Act, passed in 1913 and 
amended in 1927, was made to apply to Eng- 
land and Scotland. only. . Ireland would, 
doubtless, have been included if there had 
not been at that time an anticipation of the 


change in ‘the constitutional . relationship 
between the countries, which has since taken 
place. 


lt, cannot be urged that Ireland was in less 
need of such an Act; for, to quote the leaflet 
issued by the Irish Division of the Med! 'o- 
Psychological Association :—‘*Ireland stands 
in more urgent need of provision for the 
classes dealt with than the sister countries, 
there being no legal enactments (at that time) 
affecting the mental defectives who are not 
lunatics, nor any means of dealing with 
them except the Stewart Institution, which 
is supported by voluntary contributions and 
cannot provide for. more than 100." In 19.5 
it was estimated that there were over 25,070 
mentally defective persons, adults and 
children, in Ireland, of whom 60 per cent. 
required immediate provision. 


THE NEED, 

The whole question bristles with difficulties, 
but our great Society would not stand where 
it is if it had adopted a policy of inaction 
when difficulties were to be faced. It is a 
subject which needs to be handled by a 
strong, independent, experienced and, above 
all, fearless authority, who will approach it 
not only from the point of view of what is 
scientifically d alcaile. but of what is practi 
cally attainable: There are various angies 
from which the-question may be viewed, but 


for the N.S.P.C.C, the protection of the 
fechle-minded child from  negleet and _ ill- 
treatment and. adequate provision for its 


safety from abuse are paramount.

urgent need of providing such extra educa- 
tional opportunities as may bring the spark 
of intelligence into those vacant eyes. All our

ferred to the work of the Children’s Clothing 
Society, and went on to speak of the instruc- 
tions given to the members of the Civic Guard 
regarding the care of. children ag regards 
the enforcement of the School Attendance 
Act there were 550 policemen wholly em- 
ployed ‘in carrying cut its provisions. In his 
evidence before the Betting Commission he 
had stressed very strongly the necessity of 
establishments, and he: was: glad that the 
recommendations which he made had’ been 
adopted by the Commission. In that way, 
and in many other ways, he felt that the 
Civic Guard had been helpful to the Society. 
The police and the officers of the Society 
worked in close co-operation. 

General O’Duffy read a list of cases which 
the police had .investigated. In 1925 there 
were 18 infants murdered under the age of 
one year. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

In that year the. police organisation was 
newly formed, and there was only one pro- 
secution. There were in the same year 27 
prosecutions under the Children’s Act, in- 
cluding such cases as begging, indecency, and 
neglect by parents. In 1924 there were 17 
infants murdered, 4 prosecutions, and 635 
prosecutions under the Children’s Act. In 
1925 the figures were 5, 5, and 75; in 1926 
they were 28, 19, and 255; in 1927, 235, 16, 
and 198, as well as 358 prosecutions under 
the School Attendance Act. For 1928 the 
figures were 13, 12, 305, and 11,042. For the 
first three months of the present year the 
figures were 6, 5, 65, and 1,615. - 

As regards infanticide, the policé  autho- 
rities were not satisfied that the punishment 
of offenders was sufficient. It was yery diff- 
cult sometimes to get juries to appreciate 
the seriousness of these crimes. In fact, the 
murder of infants was not placed on the 
same level as the murder of adults. 


BOARDED-OUT CHILDREN, 

They would observe that they had in 1928 
a great many prosecutions. under the Child- 
ren’s Act, which might well be. described 
as the children’s charter. There was one 
particular section of that Act to which he 
would like to draw particular attention, and 
that was Section 1, which had reference to 
the inspection of -boarded-out ‘children. The 
enforcement. of Section 1 of the Act was 4 
matter for the local authorities. | 

In many counties in Ireland no attempt 


had been made by the local authorities 
to carry out their duties in that respect. 
There was in ‘some of the places 


where. boarded-out children «were kept, the 
possibility of neglect, or cruelly or even 
worse. The powers of the Civic Guard were 
strictly limited, and all that they could do in 
such cases was to report to the local: authort- 
ties. In a few glaring Cases they did 
prosecute and secured conviction and suitable 
unishment, but they wert gently reminded 
by the District Justice that they were exceed- 
ing their duties. . : bi 

As regards the counties in which the provi- 
sions of the Act. were well enforced blin 
headed the list. In nine counties in Ireland 
special officers had been appointed, In eleven 
counties the work was allotted te. officers as 
a part-time oé¢cupation. In the femaining, six 
counties no Officer had been appointed, andan 
one of those counties a case of murder had 
been brought against a person who’ had 
charge of siar gur children,.bht they failed 
to secure a conviction. ' 

Children were. boarded out in all counties, 
but more particularly im Dublin, Cork, 
Limerick, Waterford, Galway and Louth, 

, WELFARE WORK. . i 

Mrs. Cosgrave, a member - oí - Dublin 
County Coanthl, seconding, said that ‘for many 
years she and others with whom she was 
associated had been working for the welfare 
of children in various directions, and ohé of 
their: great mainstays was the work of the 
NA PC.

South County Dublin was know 
as the home of a great “ns Á of these 
children, South County Dublin had almost a 
perfect organisation for inspection on the part 


of the local authorities, who had proved |. 
in } 


themselves _ most anxious to - assist 
this matter. Besides the local inspector 
there were welfare visitors—certified nurses— 
who inspected all the boarded-out children. 
It was that regular supervision—so necessary 
to the welfare of the children—which had 
brought. County Dublin up to the high stan- 
dard mentioned by Commissioner O’ Duffy 


THE AFFILIATION. BILL. 

One of the pathetic cases of childhood was 
the illegitimate or unwanted child. A bill 
was now before the Dail which would have a 
great bearing on the prevention of ‘cruelty to 
such children. Many causes of trouble had 
an economic ‘basis. The mother, in addition 
to bearing the obloquy and disgrace of the 
child’s existence, had to bear the liability 
for. the child’s maintenance. That made it 
necessary to separate the child from: the 
mother, and in that Separation they had a 
source of cruelty. In order to support herself 
and the child the mother had to give the 
child’ to the charge of another. - 

No doubt, the Affiliation Order Bill would 

ass, because public opinion was strongly in 
its favour. The only possible objection ‘she 
saw put forward to it was the danger of 
blackmail—the danger of an - ill-minded 
woman bringing a charge against an innocent 
person to get money. hey who were 
familiar with the work amongst cases of un- 
‘fortunate’ girls and women feared, not that 
an over-use would be made of the provisions 
of the bill, but that they would not be 
sufficiently used, 


The difhculty would be to get mothers to | 


claim their rights under the bill. There 
was an institution on the North side of the 
City of Dublin where there were hundreds 
of mothers of illegitimate children who could 
have brought forward olaims against the 
fathers, but who had never done so; Where, 
then, was. the likelihood of blackmail? 


Another point. was that cases under the | 


Act. would come before, the District. Justice. 
It would possibly be within his discretion 
to have these cases heard in camera or in 
publie. She suggested that, in the case of 
most of such girls, the action of the Act 
would be hampered if they were compelled 
to go into open Court. 

A bill to legitimise children whose parents 
were subsequently married would be of great 
value, Mrs. Cosgrave added, as. lives of 
children were ruined by. the statement on 
their birth certificate that they were illegiti- 
mate. 

THE UNWANTED CHILD. 

Miss Buchanan, supporting, pointed out 
that as the law now stood the illegitimate 
child had no lega) status—no right to a sur- 
name. If the mother died intestate the 
child ‘could inherit none of her property, nor 
could a mother inherit from the child if the 
child died intestate. It was most unfair that 


i One parént only should saffer the punishment 


for the sin, and that the heaviest part of 
the punishment should 
who, at any rate, was perfectly innocent. 

The bill now before the Dail only touched 
the fringé of the question. ‘It was right 
that the father of the child should pay 
towards its ‘maintenance. The chief object 
of the bill was to enable the mother to com- 
pel him to do so. Welfare workers had found 
it a great difficulty to get mothers even .to 
tell the name of the father of the child, 
not to speak of going into Court to.sue.him 
for maintenance 

One was accustomed to read of the death- 
rate among children; but what was the death- 


legitimate’ In England and Scotland it was 
as 2-to 1, in France 3 to 1, but in Ireland it 
reached the appalling total of 5 to 1. How 
was the law going to deal gvith this problem ? 
Miss Buchanan suggested the establisiimen: 
of nursing homes, where mothers’ could’ re- 
main until’ the children were weaned,” One 
such ymstitution had given: excellent. results 
In that way the mothers became devoted to 
their children, and “would not desert them :; 
and when they were separated the children 
were strong enough to be-bonrded-out. 


HOUSING NEEDS. 

On the motion of Sir Conway Dwyer, M.D.. 
P.R.C.5.f., seconded by Dr. Richard Leeper, 
f.R.U.8.1., the members of the General Con. 
mittee Were re-elected for the ensuing year, 
with power to add to their number. 

In proposing the resolation, Sir Conway 
Dwyer said that in Dublin they had many 
charitable institutions ‘for the relief of. the 
poor and the destitute and the sick, but none 
was so powerful or made so impressive an 
E Ao as that society, which helped the most 
helpless members of the community. (Hear, 
hear.) Bad housing and lack of employment 
accounted for 80 per cent. of the cases which 
came under their notice. It, was difficult for 
him to see any iummediate change for the 


same time they were most grateful for what 
the present Government had done in removing 
slums, and erecting houses, in which decent 
people could live. The development of that 
movement would enormously decrease the 
work to be done by that Society. 

In contlusion, Sir Conway ‘paid tribute to 
the way in which the members of the General 
Committee had carried out the objects of the 
Society. 

Dr. Leeper said that the worth of the 
Society’s workers was known throughout: the 
length and breadth of Ireland. 


THE MENTALLY DEFICIENT. 

Referring’ to the feeblé-minded | child,- he 
Said that some -years ago a Royal Commission 
was appointed by the British Government at 
great expense to investigate the appallitiz 
neglect and ill-treatment of the mentally 
deficient child, The Commissioners took 
evidence all over the Kingdom. They 
came to Ireland, and on their report a 
Mental Deficiency Bill was drafted. He, as 
honorary secretary in Ireland, did his utmost 
to have that bill brought into this ceuntry. 
He and others went across, saw members uí 
Parliament, and urged them: “ For ;oodness 
sake, extend that bill to our country.” They 
pointed out that in this country the number 
of mentally defective children in need of 
provision was almost double that in England 
or Scotland, It was estimated that of the 
total number of children so defective in the 
different countries 66 per cent, were in need 
of immediate provision in Ireland, 45 per 
cent. in England, and .34 per cent. in 
Scotland. 

““We were a voice crying in the wilderness, 
and nothing has been done since,” said Dr. 
Leeper. “ The vast amount oí these figures 
is antouched.”” 

What had been the result? At one time in 
his life he worked in the Poor Law service, 
and saw sights in the workhouses in this 
country. that were very horrible. © He had 
seen feeble-minded women who used the 
workhouse as a maternity hospital without a 
soul to look after their welfare. 


FILLING THE PRISONS. 

‘Once he approached a former Governor aí 
Mountjoy and suggested that he must get a 
lot’ of fcdble-minded persons ‘up there from 
time to time. They wanted, he said, to get 
hold of boys who committed irresponsible acts 
without going into useless prosecutions; and 
the Governor of Mountjoy said: “If i 
that you would .empty Mountjoy Jail.” 
(Laughter: ) | 

Dr. Leeper went on to refer to mental 
homes in Ireland, and declaréd that there was 
a good deal of ovef-crowding. ‘That small 
country of theirs produced a surprisingly 
large number of insane. An institution which 
was built in Belfast recently and cost half a 
million was already over-erowded. So also 
Were institutions in Cork, Mullingar and 
Limerick over-crowded. 

So long as there was persistent i.¢clect 
of the imbecile child, the speaker declared, so 
l6ng# would degeneracy and insanity be rife 
in this country. Under the system for which 
he had worked, the workhouse in Ireland was 
a manufactory for imbeciles and degenerates. 
It produced.a race of degenerate children 
that could be handled and made use of,sand 
so seriously did. that. society take that ques- 
tion that recently a special examination was 
held with a view to picking out nurses who 


would devote their lives to the tenining and 
betterment of -mentally-defective children.

'Industtfial Japan. 

The lifetime of the present generation 
saw the rise of Japan to the rank of a 
Great Power. In 1894 the island kinz- 
dom challenged the Chinese Empire . in 
battle and won; ten years later Japan 
defeated mighty Russia in the field. The 
world then was obliged to realise that an 
Asiatic country had found a place among 
the leading nations, and the United 
States of America were constrained to 
recognise a rival for the economic domina- 
tion of the Pacific lands. During the 
Great War Japan lost nothing of her 
military prestige, and she was enabled to 
strengthen her industrial and commercial 
position. She manufactured war material 
for the Allied nations, and she enjoyed 
access, without competition, to neutral 
markets that the more fully belligerent 
nations were obliged to abandon. The 
result was that, whereas in 1914 Japan 
still was mainly agricultural, the end of 
the war saw her economy transformed, so 
that she now was mainly industrial and 
the third

The Beauty of Bath. 


Bath, the old Aqua Solis of the Romans, 
by. whom it was founded, has for England 
very much the same value that Carcassonne | 
has ‘for France. It may lack the walls 
of’ three eras—Roman, Visigothic and 
French—that are the glory of Carcassonne ; 
but it has preserved better than other 
towns the atmosphere of its great days. 
Indeed, it boasts that the best English is 
spoken by its citizens, and certainly it is 
true that many foreigners, wishing to 
learn the language, select Bath for that 
purpose. Now. the city’s amenities are 
threatened, -by . the vandalism of a 
utilitarian age. Already red brick blots 
disfigure the grey majesty of the Bath 
stone, and the inhabitants are becoming 
anxious lest Bath be reduced t- the 
common level: of vulgarity that appears 
architecturally to be the inevitable con- 
comitant gf modern progress. This fear 
is based.as much upon commercial as upon 
sentimental grounds. The citizens depend 
largely upon visitors for their livelihood, 
and thus a sense of civic pride and self- 
preservation is rallying them in defence 
of their city. According to the Special 
Correspondent of the Morning Post, a 
similar crisis twenty years ago gave birth 
to the Bath Preservation Society, which 
on that occasion successfully resisted an 
attempt upon the famous Bath-street and 
its colonnades. At the beginning of the 
year only twelve members of this society 
remained, but the new crisis has raise 
this figure to five hundred during the past 
few months, while the general good-will 
promises potent support. Some criticism 
is directed against the Corporation in that 
it has not made a proper use of the power 
given to it by the Bath Act to supervise 
the style of new buildings. We trust that 
the Preservation Society will succeed in 
its efforts and that the city of Beau Nash 
will remain a link with those days of 
elegance that are gone. 


NATIONAL MUSEUM 
UNDERSTAFFED. 


REPORT OF BOARD OF 
VISITORS, 


Serious complaint of the under-staffing 
of the National Museum is made in the 
annual report of the Board of Visitors, 
which was laid on the table of the Dail 
yesterday. 

The report protests against the failure 
of the Ministry of Education to fill the 
many vacancies which exist on the staff, 
and states that the activities of the present 
inadequate staff are “ practically confined 
to the maintenanc> of some sort of order 
in the existing exhibits, while thousands 
of specimens remain unregistered and un- 
classified. 

“The work of the Natural History 
assistant and one technical assistant, the 
posts of keeper, assistant keeper and two 
assistants having now been vacant for 
many years. The very important work 
of the Botanical Section has to be carried 
out by one unestablished assistant with a 
technical assistant. 

“In the Art and Industrial Division the 
wotk devolves on one time-expired keeper, 
0 1s also acting director, and one 
assistant, the posts of keeper, assistant 
keeper and two assistants being vacant. 

A WHOLLY INADEQUATE STAFF. 

“In the Irish Antiquities Division the 
work devolves upon a keeper and his one 
assistant, a staff which is wholly in- 
adequate.” 

The report states that ‘‘ nothing but 
makeshift offices are provided,” and adds 
that it is of prime importance that there 
should be a co-ordinating chief of staff. 
The heads of departments should have a 
wider discretion in the application of 
money voted for the purchase of speci- 
mens. It is suggested also that a whole 
time officer and a technical assistant are 
necessary in the Mineralogy and Geology 
Division. 

The. number of visitors to the Museum 
increased from 357,475 to 362,052, and 793 
copies of the General Guides were sold. 

Visitors to the Botanic Gardens numbered 


592,558, an increase of 15,096.

The Sarvivors. 


Prince William Eugen von S<aumburg- 
Lippe is thirty. He is the eldest son of 
Prince Maximilian of Schaumburg-Lippe 
who married the Duchess Olga of Wurtem- 
burg. During the war he served with a 
hattalion of the Wurtemburg Infantry, 
from which he retired at the Armistice 
The family title dates from 160i. when a 
title was given to the Seigneur of Lippe. 
The dynasty was obliged to ebdicate in 
1918. One of his uncles was the first 
husband of Princess Victoria of ‘Prussia, 
the sister of the ex-Kaiser, wh? has :ately 
incurred a good deal of notoriety on 
account of her unfortunate marriage with 
M. Zoubkoff, the Russian dish washer and 
dancer, from whom it is stated that she 
now is seeking a divorce. fáeutenant- 
Commander Glen Kidston, the second ci 
the survivors, is a well-known sportsman 
and an enthusiastic aviator. He is 2 
millionaire and an officer in the Rora! 
Navy. He was married in 1925 to Miss 
NN. M. D. Soames, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Roland Soames. Their wedding 
was a big social event at St. Margaret's. 
Westminster, and hundreds of well-known 
people were present at. the ceremony. 
Lieutenant-Commander Kidston is a great 
traveller, and the honeymoon waa spent in

DEFINITE STEPS TOWABDS 
UNIFORMITY. 


The conference of the Permanent Committee of 
the International Yacht Racing Union was brought 
to a conclusion yesterday, Sir William Burton 
presiding 

An important announcement, with a view to 
promoting a uniformity of big class racing on both 
sides of the Atlantic, was made by the Chairman, 
who said that America had accepted our scantlings, 
and that he understood an agreement as to cabin 
fittings would follow. Sir William | said that 
Europe desired to encourage sport with America, 
and that Great Britain is prepared to adopt the 
American rule, with any modification thereof that 
may be mutually acceptable, and understanding 
that these sentiments are reciprocated on the other 
side, we desire to give notice to ferminate our 
present rule for yachts over 141g metres in three 
years’ time. or at an earlier date by mutual 
arrangement. i 

This announcement, which was received with 
much applause, was responded to by Mr. George 
Cormac, of the New York Yacht Club, who said 
that America would do onything they cauld to 
bring about a rule that will be accepted on this 
side, and that the conference could rely that they 
will meet its views as far as possible. 

Thus a definite step has been taken with a view 
to bringing the two Continents together, and it 
is hoped that a suitable rule will soon be formu- 
lated to the satisfaction of all concerned.
